But this communication is written 


more with a view of criticising some 
of the features of the Institute than of 
lauding either it or itsearlyorgauixers. 
The proceedings of Friday afternoon 
contain a reference to Prof. Patteugill's 
closing address on "BoardingRound.'' 
The anecdotes and funny stories may 
have been very interesting but it lias 
never impressed the writer that the 
profession of teaching was ever ad- 
vanced a single step by the promulga- 
tion of such ideas of the teacher's work. 
A universal lamentation goes up that 
the members of the profession change 
on an average of every live years. 
Such sentiments as this constitute an 
important factor in this rapid evolu- 
tion, if it may be termed revolution. 
Teaching is a business and a profession. 


j There is fully as much to know about 


j the profession of teaching as there is 


j about the practice of law or medicine, 


j or any other profession : and it is the 
{teacher who is best qualified in an ali 
around manner who becomes the most 
efficient teacher. He must know very 
much more than he inculcates and he 
must know how to impart his kuowl- 


j edge and how to develop the mind ol 


i the young. How can he prepare him- 
' self for such work if his time is to be 
' largely wasted in "boarding round"?" 
Again, if he teaches thoroughly and 
well the pupils will desire to attend 
and the parents will urge them to at- 
tend to maintain the progress that 
must be observed by all. The influence 
of the teacher becomes centrifugal and 
is felt to be a power, instead of the 
centripetal laughing stock of "Loard- 
ina: round." 


The motive power that induces the 


teacher to "board round" can usually 
ba traced to two sources: stinginess, 
as to paying board, and a roving1 spirit 
that finds a congenial occupation in 
visiting foreign lauds as a missionary. 
The teacher who iias the mental en- 
dowment necessary to success is never 
too stingy to pay board and he is not 
likely ever to become a missionary of 
any kind. Success in teaching means 
hard and persistent work. 
It means 


a place to study when not engaged iu 
work. It means following ati ideal 
that is not satisfied with a country 
school at thirty-five dollars a month. 
For after five years, if he still remains

In a pre\ iousissue uf the COMIMLI.K, 


I noted the Forest Academy and For- 
est 
Nursery, located at Mont Alto. 


Franklin county, in the South Moun- 
tain Resenntion. and 1 ha\e no doubt 
that some information as to the plan 
and aim of these features of the forestry 
irunement w i l l pro\e of interest. 


The academy is in charge of State 


Forester George H. Win. who was, 
formerly in the employ of Mr. Vauder- 
bilt. at ~Biltmore. N. C. and he bas a 
class of about twenty pupils. 


These pupils, are young men, com- 


jnc from *e\eral different parts of the 
btate—four from Adams count}, I be- 
lieve—who make application lor ad- 
mission for the purpose ol learning 
forestry. Each 
one 
has I)is horse, 


suitable outfit and uuilorm. Some are 
provided with <-ur\ eyors instruments, 
borne w ith packs for carrying water on 
their ponies and others with tools and 
implements used in trimmiugaud culti- 
vating trees. All are aethely employ- 
ed in the nursery, in opening fire lane« 
and remoxmg fallen and defective 
timber. They are taught surveying 
and mathematics iu its \arious branch- 
es and are required to de\ote a certain 
time to other studies. They iearu of 
the growth of timber from the seed to 
the saw-log. 
The> take the seed from 


the cone or pod. plant it, cultivate it 
and set it out m the place where it is 
intended to grow. They make im- 
portant cuttings, that is, remo\ e trees 
and fallen tirqbei, which are an ob- 
struction to other and more \aluable 
trees. They are a mounted mountain 
patrol, gning alarm of fires and act- 
ing as fire-fighters. 


The labor is, of eourfee. uot all per- 


formed by these youngineu. as a great 
deal of work is guen to meu In ing 
in the vicinity, and it may be men- 
tioned as one of the beneficial features 
of the movement, that employment is 
afforded, to many mountain people 
who want it and deserve it. 


The object of the school is to pre- 


pare men to manage the immense 
landed holdings which the States and 
the National Government have been 
and are steadily acquiring. As I men- 
tioned before, Pennsylvania alone will 
soon have l.OOU.OOO acres, the proba- 
bility being that that amount will be 
doubled. 


\Vithm these large tiacts although 


they are for the most part finest lauds, 
there are many acres from which the 
timber has been removed for farming 
or other ends, or are in scrub and other 
undesirable grow th. 
11 is the plan to 


xa-set laud of tins kind in tiees in- 
digenous to the toil and of greater value, 
and this is the purpose of the forest 
nursery. 


The seedt are gathered and at proper 


time, usually in the spring months, 
are placed m the ground, in beds 
specially prepared. The plants are re- 
set and are permanently transplanted 
at about three years of age.
